"EVER was Prince more avdently; fo 4 1 
_ in a State, as was the King of England, 
in the beginning of this Year, expected ar. 
the Hague; not only by all the People of 
the United Provinces; but alſo by. the greateſt parr of 
the Princes of Europe; where he was ftay'd for ei- 
I ther by the Princes themſelves, or by their Ambaſſa- 
dors, being loc d upon by all, as the moſt ſolid 
fupport of their Dominions, and the Repairer of all 
I the Loſſes they had tuftaind by the Yiokeices of their 
Common Enemy. = 
This Great Monarch, who NR not whar it is 
to be W of his own en, when all are con- 
* : rending 
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e xpoſe himſelf upon the rude Ocean, in a Seafon 
the moſt incommodious and moſt dangerous, to 
= fatisfie their Wiſhes. . This was upon the 26th

Two Coaches with Six Horſes apiece preceded rhe
